‘SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


REASON AND FAITH 


RABBINIC tradition of 
respectable antiquity lays it 
down that thirty days before 
the Festival of Passover, inquiry 
should be instituted into jts laws. 
Parashath Parah, the third of the 
special Sabbaths preceding Pass- 
over, belongs to this scheme of 
preparation. The reference to the 
red heifer, whose ashes were used 
in the Temple for the purification 


of those rendered ritually unclean, 


is a salutary reminder to look to 
the ritual requirements which the 
Festival demands. 

The laws of the red heifer are 
so baffling that Rabban Jochanan 
ben Zakkai had to admit: “I 
know neither why a dead body 
defiles, nor why the ashes of the 
red heifer purify, but thus spoke 
the Holy One, blessed be He, ‘1

But the Jew in-all ages. has béen 
a persistent questioner and, while 
faithfully adhering to the pattern 
of ' life laid down, our greatest 
minds have pursued their inquiries 
into the Ta’amei Hamitzvot, the

THE rabbis of the Talmud had 

already recognised the division 
of the Mitzvot into two broad 
categories : the statutes authorita- 
tively. ordained from on_ high, 
which, without the Divine com- 
mand, we should not ourselves have 


devised; and those which a good 


and wise society, concerned for a 


civilised and orderly. life, would 


have enjoined of its own account. 
Observances. such Sabbath, 
Milah, .or Shatnez are 
examples of the first category ; 
while laws governing the admini- 
stration of justice, the protection of 
life and property, the dispensing of 
charity, belong to the second. 
Regarding this classification, 
Saadiah Gaon, the tenth-century 
Jewish philosopher, observes. that 


the most obscure laws will

It is not possible for Jewish 
grammar schools to attain the highest 
standards in Jewish as well as secular 
education, said Rabbi Kopul Rosen 
on Monday, when he addressed a 
meeting held by the Golders Green 
Beth Hamedrash at. the Hendon 
Adath Yisroel Synagogue, N.W. 
Professor Cyril Domb presided. 

In America, said Rabbi Rosen, 
some schools devoted half a day to 
Jewish studies. In country, 
where the system was different and 
only two-and-a-half hours a day 
was spent on such studies, it was not 
possible to obtain first-rate Jewish 
educational results as well as first- 
rate secular results, nothwithstanding 
the unreasonable demands made by 

arents who wanted to have a quart 

n a pint pot. 

Instead, schools must try to  per- 
suade boys who wished to go to a 
university to spend a year or more 
at a yeshiva first. 

Rabbi Rosen attacked those parents 
who had “false illusions” about 
what a Jewish child could accomplish. 
“There is no special Jewish brain 
biologically speaking. We should not 
attempt to cram Jewish children too 
early in life.” 

The Jewish boy appeared to be 
brighter than his Gentile contem- 
porary, because he received greater

encouragement from home. He 
matured more yg omg He was more 
precocious, and he gave the impres- 
sion of being more intelligent. How- 
ever, a survey of university education 
would show that a non-Jewish boy 
who was duller at the age of 17 or 
18 eventually produced results in no 
way inferior. 

There were many examples of 
Jewish boys becoming emotionally 
exhausted in their ‘twenties, because 
in their “teens their parents demanded

Jewish parents demanded of all 
their children a standard of education 
which was suitable for some and not 
Why did the 
Jewish educationa) authorities not 
think of planning one syllabus for the 
intelligent child and another for the 
not-so-intelligent, as was 
secular studies ? There were dull 
Jewish ehildren.. There were children 
who lacked academic ability, and to 
ask those children to go through the 
same course as an intelligent child 
was a big mistake. 

There were -certain Jewish boys 
who, for instance, would never be 
able to learn a piece of Gemara or 
understand it. For this, one needed 
a certain kind of mind and the ability 


to follow a theoretical and analytical 


argument. Certain people did not 
possess these attributes and to force 
them to do such work was a mistake.

ITS HONOUR

Having been soundly castigated for 
its flagging efforts in the sphere of 
fund-raising, the Hendon J.P.A, Com- 
mittee responded by raising £8,500— 
one of its highest totals. in many 


years—-at its annual dinner at the. 


Brent Bridge Hotel, N.W.4. 


Recently, Mr. H. Miller, Chairman 
of the Committee, pointed out that 
the result of Hendon’s 1960 cam- 
paign had lagged £2,500 behind its 
1959 result (making it the only Lon- 
don J.P.A.. Committee to record a 
drop in revenue at a time when the 
national figure had shown a marked 
increase) ; that the number of its con- 
tributors had fallen; that the recent 
Kol Nidre appeal! result had dropped 
from £3,000 to £2,500, and that Hen- 
don, though one of the largest Jewish 
communities in the metropolis, had 
raised £10,000 less for J.P.A. purposes 
than neighbouring Edgware. 

From Mr. E. Alec Colman, who 
conducted the appeal at the dinner, 


came another “ pep talk.” There were

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HOW MATZOT ARE MADE 


Rigorous standard of scrutiny 


By a Correspondent 


Flour. “ Kosher for Passover” has 
been milled by Bonn & Co. Ltd., at 
Silloth, near -Carlisle, for three 


generations, and over the years the 


technique of producing flour in strict 
conformity with religious require- 
ments has been brought to a fine art. 


Although the flour mill is an old 
one it is equipped with the most up- 
‘to-date machinery, and in addition 
to flour for matzot the company 
manufactures many different kinds of 
flour for bakers and biscuit manu- 
facturers. Before the milling of 
wheat, the Dayanim of the London 
Beth Din and representatives of other 
Batei Din and rabbinates. travel to 
Silloth to supervise the Kashering of 
the mill, The kashering involves 
considerable adjustment, cleansing, 
and changes in various sections. of 
the plant. The inspection consists 


of two visits during which the wheat . 


which is to be used is examined, and 
koshering of the machinery super- 
vised to ensure that everything has 
been done in accordance with Jewish 
Law. 

The actual milling of this wheat 


is carried out under constant. vigi-. 


lance. Not only is the most scrupu- 
lous care taken to adhere to the 
letter of the Din but in addition the 
most rigorous attention 1 paid to 
hygiene. From the arrival of. the 
wheat to the dispatch of the flour 
it is never touched by human hand. 
When milled, the flour is put into 
new sacks and each is sealed by the 
shomer: before being sent ‘to the 
Matzo Bakery in Carlisle.

Old manuscript found at 
Mocatta Library

The existence of .a_ hitherto 
unknown London Jewish charity of 
the eighteenth century was. revealed 
by Dr. S. Stein: when he delivered a 
Paper. to. the Jewish 
Society,.on.“ Some Ashkenazi Charity 
Schools in London at the end of the 
eighteenth and the beginning of the 
nineteenth, centuries.” 

He had discovered in the Mocatta 
Library, he said, a manuscript datdd 
1795, which contained the rules and 
minutes of a charity for the feeding, 
clothing, teaching, and apprenticing 
of orphans. It was called (in transla- 
tion) the “Holy” Brotherhood of 
Mercy for the Upbringing of Young 
Orphans.” The MS. written 
partly im Hebrew, partly in Judeo- 
German, with an occasional sprinkling 
of English. 


, Turning point 


Discussing the historical back- 
ground, Dr. Stein said that the end 
of the eighteenth century marked a 
turning point in Jewish history. The 
establishment and reorganisation of 
communal institutions, as well as all 
contemporary takkanoth (rules. and 
regulations of synagogues and chari- 
ties) and records of proclamations 
reflected in one way or another the 
decline of the Middle Ages and the 
dawn of the era of Emancipation. 

The closed society opened up, and 
the leaders of the community, wealthy 


or middle-class, gave covert or open 


expression to their aspirations, and 
translated them into vigorous action.

TO ISRAEL WITHOUT 
A VISA 


Concession to British 
tourists

Not a single tourist visa has been 
stamped on a United Kingdom pass- 
port by the Israeli consular authori- 
ties in this country since Monday. 


It was the first week since the new 
regulation (reported briefly in) our 
last issue) abolishing visas for holders 
of British national passports came 
into force. Holders of other  pass- 
ports who are resident in Britain will 
still need a tourist visa (and will have 
to pay £1 2s. 6d. for it), unless, of 
course, they are citizens of one of 
the other six countries (all in the 
Americas) which had the same 
privilege bestowed on them some 
time ago. These are: the United 
States, Canada, Brazil, Argentina, 
Uruguay, and Chile. 


As in the case of these countries 
the abolition of tourist visas to British 
subjects is a one-sided Israeli conces- 
sion with the sole object of stimu- 
lating tourism. It is not a reciprocal 
arrangement, and Israelis who. come 
for a holiday visit here will still need 
a British visa. So also will British 
citizens who go to Israel for any pur- 
pose other than tourism (interpreted 
in a most liberal way). 

It is difficult to estimate accurately 
how many people Britain will 
benefit annually from: the new con- 
cession, Last. year the number of 
tourist visas to Israel issued here 
totalled 10,000 (of which some 3,000 
were given to non-Jews).. Some of 
the recipients, however, were nationals 
of other countries. 
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YESHIVA KEY TO FUTURE 
| Need for learned laity

“The future religious character of 
Anglo-Jewry, upon which its survival 
as a live, virile, Jewish community 
depends, will be determined to a 
large extent by the place which 
yeshiva education comes to occupy in 
its educational system.” 

So said Dr. I. Epstein, Principal 
of Jews’ College, in the course of a 
lecture on “The Aims and Scope of 
» Religious Education,” arranged by the 
National Union of Hebrew Teachers 
at. Hillel House on Monday. This 
was the first of three lectures which 
Dr. Epstein is giving on the theme 
“Capturing the spirit of Judaism.” 
Mr. S. Rosen presided. 


Improved education 


“There is much spoken these 
ays,” said Dr. Epstein, “about the 
education of children and the adole- 
scent. Much money and energy are 
being expended to give our boys and 
girls a better and more efficient 
Jewish education than in the past. 
. Conferences are being convened, mass 
meetings held, impassicned speeches 
made—all for ‘the education of 
children. | 
“Whatever is being done . to 
improve, quantitatively and qualita- 
tively, the Jewish education of our 
children cannot but receive the 
unqualified approval of everyone who 
is concerned for the future of our 
community. Yet. we are. only 
deceiving ourselves if we imagine 
that once the problem of the educa- 
tion of our children is solved the 
future will be secure.” 
After all, pointed out the speaker, 


the. school years of the child were 


few, and the number of hours of 
Jewish instruction during that period 
amounted to only a small portion of 
his life. 

The remedy, he stressed, lay 
principally not only in the establish- 
ment of more and more Jewish 
primary and secondary schools and 
chains of continuation classes, but in 
the encouragement and support of 
institutions of. advanced Jewish 
studies. such as yeshivot. These were 


to be looked on not merely as pro- 


fessional training centres but as a 
means of raising and educating laity 
of the old type, whose life and action 
were founded on the knowledge of 
Torah and practice of Mitzvot. 

The: loss of the former Torah 
centres in Europe, he added, was 
forcing Anglo-Jewry to fall back on 
its own resources. These resources, 
meagre as they were, must surely 
soon become exhausted unless the 
were constantly cultivated, developed, 
and replenished. This situation car- 
ried with it a challenge which they 
dare not ignore.

JUDAISM NOT A 


“ Christian . Misunderstandings of 
Judaism” were discussed by Rabbi 
Dr. L. Il. Edgar, Senior Minister of 
the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, at a 
‘meeting of the Hackney and Stoke 
Newington Ministers’ Fraternal, at 


85a Upper Clapton Road, E. The

three main misunderstandings which

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MORE SOLD FOR LESS 
MONEY

Although the figures of Israeli 
exports to this country during 1960, 
Which have just been published, show 
a slight decrease in value compared 
with the previous year, the volume 
of Israeli goods sold in the United 
Kingdom last year was in fact greater 


British exports to Israel show no 


appreciable change between 1960 and 
1959.-the comparative figures (includ- 
ing re-exports) being £16.480,778 
(last year) and £16,449,000 (the year 
before that). 

This is good news, for it indicates 
that the upward trend of Israeli 
exports (and Anglo-Israel trade 
oon: which began in 1956 has 
een maintained. Each year since 
then has shown an improvement in 
the figures of Israel-United Kingdom 
trade, with 1959 as an all-time record. 
In that year the value of Israeli 
exports. to this country amounted to 
£15,316,280, and was thus about 
£'7°00,000 less than the total. value 
ol British goods sold to Israel. ) 
According ‘to. the 1960. figures-—- 
made public by the .Anglo-Israel 
Chamber of Commerce—the. Israeli 
exports Britain totalled 
£14,905,154:. This about £315,000 
less than in the previous year. But 
this does not mean that there was 
actually a drop in the volume of 
Israeli products sold to this country. 


In fact, the quantity of Israeli goods 
sold here was higher than in 1959. 
The discrepancy 1s easily accounted 
for by the fact that citrus fruit— 
which forms about two-thirds of all 
israeli exports to Britam-——last year 
fetched lower prices than in 1959. 
Another reason for the apparently 
poorer showing of Israeli exports in 
1960 is that the sale of Israeli dia- 
monds in this country is not included 
in the published trade figures. Last 


year there was actually a consider- 


able increase in the export of Israeli 
diamonds, | 

If the citrus price factor and the 
diamonds ate taken into account it 
becomes apparent that 1960 was 
again. a year of increase in the 
volume of Israeli trade with the 
United Kingdom. 7 

As for British exports to Israel, 
which have remained static at the 
1959 level; it should be remembered 
that the Israelis have for a long time 
argued that they could not increase 


significantly ther orders for British . 


goods so long as they are dented 
long-term credit facilities which other 


‘countries have offered them. 


Now that the British authorities 
have realised the force of this argu- 
ment and the Export Guarantee 
Department has agreed in principle to 
grant similar facilities to British 
exports to. Israel, it may safely be 
assumed that this year will show, on 
both sides of the Anglo-Israel trade 
balance, a further surge upwards. 


BANANAS FROM. 
ISRAEL

A consignment of Israeli bananas, 
the first ever to be shipped to this 
country, arrived aboard the Zim ship 
Etrog at ‘Southampton on Tuesday 
night and unloaded the next day. 

The total load was 350 tons. A 
spokesman for the Agricultural 
Export ‘Company (Agrexco) — the 
Israeli firm which markets in this 
country. all Israeli agricultural. and 
horticultural produce except citrus 
fruit—~stated that this shipment was

the bananas arrived, and on. the 
response of consumers, whether more 
shipments would follow. 

Israeli bananas would probably sell 
here at about £60 a ton.

A plea for facilities to establish 
another 20 beds in the Jewish Home 
of Rest in the Wandsworth Hospital 
Group was made by Sir BARNETT 


JANNER (Lab., Leicester, N.W.) in the 


Commons last Friday (March 3), 
Sir Barnett said that this Home 
was taken over by the National 
Health Service after it had been 
built up by voluntary contributions. 
It was opened in 1926 with a comple- 
ment of 30 -beds for the care and 
comfort jn Jewish surroundings so 
essential to those people of the Jewish 
faith who were chronically sick and 
whose expectation of life was very 
limited. In 1934 a further 20 beds 
were added in an endeavour to meet 
the demand. The place was then 
entirely. maintained by voluntary 


contributions and it was eventually 


taken into the Health Service, 

“Today there is a crying need 
for a further 20 beds in that Home,” 
said Sir Barnett... “In my view ther 
is almost sufficient money in hand 
for. the purpose in the form of con- 
tributions still. available to be 
utilised. - If this money was used 
and another 20 beds were provided 
the cost: would be very small to the 
Government. I believe that. only 
about £15,000 would be involved over 
and abeve the sum of money which 
is in - hand and which could be put 
to that purpose.”

Employment discrimination against Jews

_ The American Jewish Congress has 
foffwed up its victory in the courts 


over the Arabian American Oil 
Company (Aramco) by demanding 


that the New York State Commission 
Ag@ast Discrimination obtain “full 
compliance ” by the company with the 
Siate Fair Employment Law. 

The Court of Appeals, in a 6! 
decision, ruled that probable cause 
exists for investigating the Con- 
gress’s charges that Aramco. dis- 
criminates against Jewish applicants 
for jobs. It ordered the Commission 
to “endeavour to eliminate” the 
practice immediately. 

Mr. Shad Polier, Chairman of the 
Congress's Commission on Law and 
Social Action, said after the decision 
that “ Aramco’s flouting of the State 
anti-discrimination law con- 
tinued long enough, and that now the 
court has spoken the next step is to 


require the company 10 cease and 


desist from its discriminatory 

Mr, Polier said that the company 
uses “the religious question on its 
job-application form as a device for 
barring Jews not only from employ- 
ment in Saudi Arabia but also from 


jobs in its New York City operations, 
where the company has more that 
800 emplovees.” 

He added that although the State 
cannot require Saudi Arabia to admit 
Jews, the State Commission Against 
Discrimination “can and should bar 


Aramco from acting as the tool and 


agent of a foreign power in violating 
the laws of the State.” 

Aramco did not deny that it bars 
Jews from most jobs when it defended 
its case jm court, but. said it was 
required to do so because its agree- 
ment with. Saudi Arabia calls for 
the exclusion of “ undesirable per- 
sons, it being understood that the 
undesirable persons include Jews.”

INSUFFICIENT FUNDS FOR 
CULTURE IN AMERICA 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


In the United States and in Canada 
too little is being done and too few 
funds made available for the pur- 
poses of Jewish culture and educa- 


tion. This was stated by Dr. Judah 
J. Shapiro, Secretary of the American 


National. Foundation for. Jewish 
Culture, in an interview in London. 

The Foundation was set up recently 
with the aim to encourage and co- 
ordinate a number of programmes on 
behalf of existing’ educational and 


cultural institutions, as well as to 


provide new facilities and means to 
stimulate scholarship on the North 
American continent. 

Dr. Shapiro, who is 48, was for 
about ten years the director of the 
cultural programmes of the Joint 
Distribution Committee and later of 
the Jewish Claims Conference. - 

It was his knowledge of the massive 
support which American Jewry: had 
given. to the promotion of Jewish 
cultural activity overseas, and his 
conviction. that they had not. done 
enough to support Jewish education, 
culture, and scholarship at. home 
that prompted his remark: “ It. would 
seem that Jewish culture is worth 
supporting only when it is at least an 
ocean. away.” 


Three-year experiment 


The National Foundation for 
Jewish Culture is an attempt. to 
remedy this situation. It was incor- 
porated in April, 1960 (following a 
study by a group of Jewish scholars 
and writers under the chairmanship 


of Dr. Shapiro), for an experimental 


period of three years.. Although the 
Foundation is financially supported 
by the Council of Jewish Federation 
and Welfare Funds of 20 of the 
largest cities in the United States and 
Canada—which provided ifs whole 
administrative budget of $175,000 for 
the entire experimental period—it is 
independent in its operations. 


Dr. Shapiro stated that one of the. 


tasks of the Foundation will be to 
increase the financial resourcés ayail- 


able for Jewish cultural purposes— 
both .by persuading communal funds 
to be even more generous than 
before, and by finding individual 
Jewish benefactors who would be 
interested and willing’ to sponsor 


‘projects of cultural and educational 


importance to the Jewish community, 

He is firmly convinced that Jewish 
cultural and educational values are 
the mainstay of Jewish communal 
existence, and they should therefore 
have a prior call on communal. and 
individual -philanthropy. 

“ Jewishness,” he said, “ has always 
motivated Jewish philanthropy, but 
we cannot be certain that philan- 
thropy will always motivate Jewish- 
ness. And, furthermore, if philan- 
thropy is to be the only channel: of 
expression of Jewishness, both may 
disappear in the end.” ; 


‘Intellectual qualities 


The. Foundation is particularly 
concerned with the problem of train- 
ing an intellectual (and communal) 
élite. This problem was particularly 
important for the present American 
Jewish generation, 80 per cent of 
whom were native-born, It was also 


estimated that over 60 per cent of 


Jews of collegé age were actually 


studying. “This generation does not 
require to .become * Americanised, it. 


already is. What they require is to 
be more Jewish,” Dr. Shapiro con- 
tinued. “ But this generation is also 
interested in intellectual things, and 


they will not accept communal 
‘leadership, neither will they. them- 


selves participate in jt, unless Jewish 


and intellectual qualities are part of 


the qualification for such leadership.” 
Here, too, the Foundation would 


play a great part, mainly through tts 


scholarships’ fund, for which the sum 
of $50,000 was immediately available, 
with more to come. That fund wauld 
he used both to provide young people 


with. the means of qualifying as. 
Jewish scholars and to enable trained 


scholars or feligious leaders to take 
leave of their daily occupations fo: 
additional study. or for writing.

Group

The Israel Bible Study Association 
has just celebrated its twelfth anni- 


versary. Originally founded by only 
thirty people, who formed study: 


groups in Tel Aviv, Jerusalem, and 
Haifa, it has grown rapidly and now 
numbers 400 groups, with some 20,000 
members. 


The Association considers that its 
most important achievement has been 
to make the study of the Bible a 
popular pursuit. It aims at ensuring 
that everyone in Israel has a know- 
ledge of the Bible, and it therefore 
adapts its methods. to the various 
levels of those wishing to study. The 
Study groups, which are. the basic 
units of the Association, usually 
meet in private homes.

TO KHRUSCHEV’S

editorial staff. Two of them occupy’ 


J am far from 
certain whether any one of these 
still understand Yiddish and still less 
whether they would wish their 
children to learn it.” 


Strong convictions 


What about the half a million Jews 


who, in the last Russian census 
declared Yiddish to be their mother 
tongue? Mr. Adjubei said that he 
was not aware of this fact.

Mr. Adjubei struck me as a man 
with strong convictions. These he 
expresses with a directness’ and 
promptitude which reminds one of 
his father-in-law.

GENEVA 

There was a possibility that as a 
result of the new dynamic policy of 
the American Government the situa- 
tion in the Middle East would change 
and an attempt made to solve the 
region’s problems, Dr, Nahum Gold- 
mann stated here. He was speaking 
at the opening of the Israel fund 
campaign for French-speaking part of 
Switzerland. 

In any such attempt, he said, the 
Soviet block would play an important 
role because of the strong position 


it had secured in the area during the 


ay few years. Although it might 
ultimately beneficial, such. a 
development was fraught with danger 
to Israel because of Soviet hostility. 

Dr. Goldmann issued a warning 
against what he described as the 
dangerous delusion, harboured by 
communities in. the Diaspora, that 
because the Israeli border situation 
had been quiet for some time, the 
political front stabilised, the 
economic situation improved, Israel 
had succeeded in solving her main 
problems. 

The truth was that although the 
political and economic facade cer- 


tainly looked better today, none of 
the main problems had been solved. 

Economically, Israel’s main prob- 
lem was her foreign currency deficit 
amounting to $300 million. me of 
the country’s aie sources of foreign 
income, especially German repara- 
tions and American aid, would either 
be ending altogether or would 
greatly diminish. Only the Jewish 
people could replace these sources. 

The problem of absorbing the 


million immigrants who had come... 


into the country was also far from 
solution. Perhaps a third of them 
were not yet fully integrated eco- 
nomically. Ten thousand werc still 
in camps and of the 400 settlements 
established by the Jewish Agency 
since 1948 more than one-third were 
not consolidated, |

months away, and the three 
moderate parties—Dr. Adenauer’s 
Christian Democrats, the Social 
Democrats, and the Free Demo- 
crats—are all hoping for increased 
support.

Mr. Meged adds that the general 
intellectual atmosphere in Israel today 
is marked by a similar narrowness,

things. So, too, with politicians, army 
officers, engineers, and. the newer 
members of the kibbutz movement, 
none of whom would dream of assert- 
ing the existence of some relation 
between - the ‘spiritual’ world and 
their daily life and work.” 

The normalisation of Jewish life in 
Israel, Mr. Meged says. has been a 
mixed blessing. “While it is ‘true

parochial, and, although they are’ 
sponsored by large Jewish organi-— 


tions, their editors have retained 
their independence. “Commen- 
tary” and “Midstream” have 
published some of these authors, 
but, what is probably more impor- 
tant, they have provided intelligent 
critical examination of their 
writings, and, indeed, of the whole 
pattern of Jewish-American life. 

- One area in the performing arts 
falls outside my three imperfect 
categories.

HE Conference of Commonwealth Heads 

of Government is now discussing South 
Africa’s continued membership of the 
Commonwealth. Though it will be dealt with 
primarily as a constitutional question arising 
out. of the Union's projected adoption of a 
Republican form of Government, the real bone 
of contention is undoubtedly South Africa’s racial 
policy. The eventual decision for or against 
readmission is a political one, on which it would 
be improper for a communal organ to express 
an opinion. However, comment on the ethical 
core of the problem is both proper and timely ; 
it directly concerns Commonwealth Jewry, and 
- touches on important moral concepts, | 
There is ample room for argument about 
systems of government as such, and we should 
be the last to cavil at the desire on the part of 
any national or communal group. to maintain 
its own ethnic, cultural, religious, or other 
distinctiveness. Nor can we deny the right of

THE ETHICS RACIALISM

DE MORTUIS 


The. minister of the “Middlesbrough Hebrew 
Congregation has..been urging that a bequest to 
his synagogue should be refused because it was 
made by a Jew who was cremated. This kind 
of argument is unfortunately only too typical of 


attitude prevalent among religious 


extremists in. our community. It is, of course, 
entirely within the province of a minister to 
state his belief that cremation is contrary to 
the general tradition and practice of Orthodox 
Judaism. Incidentally, it should be remarked 


that the United Synagogue has tacitly. recognised 


the increasing frequency of cremation by allowing 
the ashes of cremated persons to be buried in 
its cemeteries provided they are. placed in a 
coffin. But the deduction drawn the 
Middlesbrough minister was quite inadmissible. 
The deceased person was evidently anxious to 
express in a practical manner his attachment to 
the synagogue. To spurn his. benefaction shows 
a Spirit of intolerance that ill becomes the J@wish 
faith. In. addition to the burial Jaws there are 
many other regulations of the Shulehan Aruch 
that are not kept in their entirety by the great 
majority.even of professing Orthodox Jews. Is 
a synagogue bequest to be refused from any Jew 
who. may have. infringed in greater or lesser 
degree, say, the, Sabbatical or dietary laws or any 
other ritual requirements ? This. kind — of 
totalitarianism will drive away Jews from the 
synagogue even in their lifetime. 


COMBINED CHARITIES 


Popularly known as the Three C's. — the 
Combined Charities Committee will, later. this 
month, be celebrating its 40th anniversary. From 
small beginnings it has grown in membership 
and reputation until it has become a leading 
philanthropic institution in the community. 
During its existence it has distributed over a 
quarter of a million pounds to charities of al!

its 40th anniversary appeal are to be shared by 
the Home for Aged Jews and Imperial Cancer 
Research Fund. A noteworthy feature of its 
activities is that its work has always been carried 
out on an entirely voluntary basis and that the 
Committee. maintains no professional servants. 
When it came into existence there were only two 
other fund-raising committees for combined 
charitable efforts of this kind. Now there are 
scores of such bodies and a good deal of healthy 
competition has been fostered, with an enormous 
increase in the aggregate total raised for charity. 
The policy it initiated of supporting worthy causes 
on a multiiateral scale has taken the parochial 
aspect out of fund-raising and caused benevo- 
lence to be spread further and further afield. At 
its forthcoming anniversary commemoration the 
Three C's will be assured of the gratitude of the 
entire community and of the warmest wishes that 
iis work for all good causes will prosper.

Early maturity 


. The affinity of Jews with chess 
invites conjecture as to the reason 
for their extra dominance in this 
field—for the Neshama Yetsera 
that they seem to inject into it. 
lo mention a few aspects of the 
matter. First, the Jews produce 
more than any other group, the 
pure intellectual—the type, which, 
when it. plunges into. chess. 
becomes Sholem Aleichem’s watch- 
maker, Reuben Sholomov Rubin- 
stein, or the real life yeshiva 
hachur. who was. (and is) Akiva 
Rubinstein. 
Secondly, Jews ‘ate competent 


people, and ‘competence goes a 


long way in chess. Thirdly, they 


love learning and the speculative. 


Among Gentiles the 
similarly minded. ‘Fourthly, . the 
Jew matures fairly early. The 
Jewish boy of 14 is likely to be 
intellectually mature and creative. 
If such children Jearn chess, they 
have a flying start. What.can, in 
later life, be only 
learned is really mastered if, early 
in life, the transition is made from 
Struggling with the medium to free 


Slavs. are 


expression in it. So, music, so. 


languages (of. which music and 
chess may well be instances) are 
either mastered early in life, or, 
thereafter, only with the. greatest 
difficulty. 

This brings me to the last and 
most important feature of the

The infant experiences. this transi- 
tion, who develops from recognis- 
ing the sound “chair” through 
reflexes conditioned by the banging 
of his head, to an ability to say 
effortlessly “] want to. sit on that 
chair.” . Similarly the student of 
French passes from a parrot-know- 
ledge of a few phrases about the

ability. to write, or speak, or at 
least. translate, sentences “about 
what one wants for breakfast or 
the relation of the French spirit to 
the Saxon. So, in chess, there is 
a Stage at which knowledge that 
a Knight on KB3 can capture a 
pawn on K5 is transcended in. the 
awareness of a long seri¢cs of cap- 
tures, recaptures, threats, and 
defences that may be initiated by 
this capture. ] suggest that this 
transition 1s psychologically similar 
to the transition from ‘the psittacic 
knowledge of a. few words in a

language to the ability to express 
thoughts freely in that language. 

If this comparison is justified, 
then, perhaps, so in my _ further 
suggestion, that Jewish skill in 
chess is cognate to that Jewish 
skill—so basic, so universal as to 
go unnoticed-—which ts Jewish skill 
in languages. The ability of the 
cheder ingel to translate himself 
into the yeshiva bachur by coping 
with a page of  unpointed, 
unpunctuated Aramaic, the skill 
that enables the veshiva bachur to 
teach himself German, the skill 
that makes the immigrant Jew 
achieve quickly a better accidence 
and syntax than is possessed by the 
slum-dwellers among. whom he 
trades, that specific creativity is 
also available to make the pieces 
of the chess-board into. servants 
rather than masters, into the means 
of expression rather than the diffi- 
cult. symbols of an unknown 
tongue. 


Overcoming? difficulties 


When the difficulties of eclemen- 
tary technique. are transcended, 
then, in music, one is a performer,

tury to the present day, and for the 
publication of. those documents. The 
Jewish Historical Society agreed to 
Sir Hilary’s proposal and it is still 
engaged: on what has proved to be 
‘a monumental project. pub- 
lished it is expected to extend to 
seven or eight volumes.

Report on a Teenage Tonic for our Times 


UNNING for teenagers has 
become national sport. 
Hardly a week goes by. with- 


out an expert telling us “What's 


wrong with modern youth.” 

The. Teddyboys and the delin- 
quents do exist. They are always 
a nuisance and sometimes a menace, 
But that’s not the whole story. In 
our own community pioneer teen- 
agers are questing for an answer to 
problems that baffle planners and 
Parliamentary committees the world 
over. They wage war on loneliness, 
illness, and the years that lop off 
human contacts. They move out 
from their clubs to the community. 
And they do it quietly, without 


thought of publicity or praise. 


Once a week, in. Blythe. Street, 


. Bethnal Green, a man over eighty

visitors he will see during the whole 
week, |

What is important is that the young —

SIX JEWISH ARTISTS 


By F. G. STONE 


_ Six Jewish artists are exhibiting in 
London this week. Jan le Witt was 
born in Poland, has been a British 
citizen since 1947, has won an inter- 
national reputation, and is holding his 
fourth London exhibition at the 
Grosvenor Gallery, His reputation 
is deserved. Though he gives titles 
to his pictures they are essentially 
space paintings—-matter moving and 
changing in space: He gets a won- 
derful depth, partly through texture, 
and his eolour is extraordinarily 
subtle, sometimes like liquid fire, 
sometimes like moonlight, yet always 
harmonious. 


Alfred Aberdam also trails clouds 
of glory to his first English one-man 
show, at the Molton Gallery. Born 
in Lwow in 1894, he is well known in 
Israel, and acritic in Paris has written 
of him “ Aberdam is quite simply one 
of the greatest painters of our epoch.” 
His dramas are also enacted in space, 
but with protagonists emerging from 
a dreaming mind rather than from 
space itself. He is a romantic, and 
there is more of Rosinante than the 
Apocalypse about his horses; his 
sweetened Velasquez palette robs his 
wild dancings in space of the terror 
of a witches’ sabbath. Indeed there 
is no terror in spacé from Aberdam, 
merely a Parisian charm unsupported 
by formal strength. 

“Vanishing Stepney ” is the title of 
a most enjoyable exhibition of paint- 
ings and drawings by Rose Henriques 
at the Whitechapel Art Gallery. They 
cover a period of 25 years and are 
more than topography. For Lady 
Henriques has that love of humanity 
that links places with people. — Self- 
taught, she has. continued learn. 
Her work is increasingly. sensitive in 
line and colour, and gets more and 
more economical. 


At Ben Uri is Kathe Strenitz, who 
came to Britain from’ Czechoslovakia 
in 1939 and won. a. British Council 
scholarship to the Polytechnic. 
is an industrial artist naturally drawn 


to the less obvious of London's 
beauties. Give her a gasometer and 


she is happy. She finds dignity in 
derelict yards at King’s Cross and 
rhythm is. dumped cars at White- 
chapel.

Sarah Sofer is an Isracli architect 
who, coming to England as the wife 
of a diplomat, cannot practise her pro- 
fession here. So she took a course in 
sculpture at the Polytechnic and is 
exhibiting her carvings at the Wood- 
stock Gallery. She is at her best in 
woodearvings of the human figure 
formalised in the modern conception 
of rhythm and space, and she carries 
the concept satisfactorily further to 
include linear motives in a life-sized 
figure in expanded and plastic metals. 


In the same gallery there are water- 
colours by Daghani, who was born in 


Bukhovina in 1909: and _ settled in 
Israel in 1958. Some are of the 
Ukrainian extermination camp. at

But antisemitism ignored

Britain and» France are trying to 
an ‘Indian resolution. on 
intolerance submitted on Wednesday 
to the Human Rights Commission for 
consideration by the next General 
Assembly. 

One delegate, who prefers to remain 
anonymous, described the resolution 
as “a firm stand .against sin,” 

It merely notes that the Commission 
is “deeply. disiurbed” at facial, 
religious, and national intolerance, 
and calls on all Governments and 
national private

public opinion” towards 
undesirable influ- 
ences” which promote discrimination. 

The resolution makes no mention 
at all. of «antisemitism, of the 
resolution which 
dealt with all .forms of racialism, 
including anti-Jewish activities,

organisations jn the West, mainly 
those in Western Germany. !
